the red clover, but 


laving purple flowers, in a long clus- 
ter rather than In a compact -bunch; 
the clusters are scattered over the 
entire plant instead 
of

branches as In red clover It should 
be remembered that alfalfa, with otfi- 
er legumes, has upon Its roots nod- 
ules produced *y certain ibacterla 
with whose aid the plants are en- 
abled to obtain a supply of free nit- 
rogen, by the decay of these "nod- 
ules the soil becomes richer ia nit- 
rogen - Now al!»ira can be grown 
without the bacteria, rnoie especial- 
ly it the soil Is rich and there is 
an aibundant supply of nitrogen but 
if the soil lacks these elements then 
to grow alfalfa 
"successfully 
it is 


necessary to inundate the plan's ar- 
tificially This is done by scattering 
upon the fleld soil fiorn an infected 
field, or by placing the bactPila dir- 
ectly upon the seed before sowing
